A  tree  will  dontinue  to  yield  juice  for 
a  very  long  time  without  being  in  any 
meafure  hurt  by  it^  if  only  one  hole  is 
made  at  a  time ;  but  if  too  great  a  num¬ 
ber  are  opened  at  once,  it  huiis  the  tree 
a  good  deal,  and  fometimes  makes  it 
even  periih  intirely.  It  is  always  necef- 
lary  to  make'a  frcih  hole  each  year,  as 
there  is  never  any  juice  flows  from  it  but 
that  year  When  it  is  made.

This  is  a  precept  on  which  I  /do  not 
remember  ever  to  have  heard  a  fer- 
tnon,  though  it  enioins  a  duty  which  I 
fear  v'e  have  too  often  occafion  to  be  re¬ 
minded  of.  The  great  law  of  nature  has 
implanted  in  eVery  human  breaft  a  difpo- 
fition  to  lov-e  and  revere  thole  to  whom 
we  ha\’c  been  tatight,  from  our  earlieft 
infancy »  to  look  up  for  every  comfort, 
conveniertcy  and  plcafure  in  life.  While 
that  ftate  of  dependency  remains,  the 
impreflion  continues  in  its  full  force ;  but 
certain  it  is^  that  k  gradually  weakens 
>nd  wears  off  as  wt  become  mailers  of 
ourfelvesj  which  made  it  indilpenfibly 
Tieceffary,  left  we  fhould  degenerate  into 
ingratitude  and  difobediencCj  that  a  po- 
fitivc  command  fhould  be  given ;  and,  to 
.'render  this  injundtioh  the  more  forcible, 
God  has  annexed  to  it  a  peculiar  reward, 
a  number  of  happy  years  to  thofe  whofe 
filial  obedie'n^  is  luch  as  is  acceptable  tb 
the  common’ father  of  all :  and  as  he  has 
been  pleafed  to  exprefs  his  approKitioh 
of  a  ftcady  adherence  to  this  law,  by  fin- 
gular  marks  of  Favour,  fo  likcWife  did  he 
punifti  the  breach  oF  it  by  exem{)lary  dif- 
pleafiire ;  death  was  the  only  expiation 
t)f  this  crime.  Nor  were  the  Jews  the 
only  nation  who  looked  upon  difobedi^ 


ence  to  parents  as  wmrthy  of  capital  pt|4 
nilhment.  Even  at  this  dayl  have  heard 
it  conlidently  affirmed,  that,  among  the 
Chinele,  fhculd  a  fon  fo  far  forget  hinl- 
felf  as  to  Hft  his  hand  in  a  hoftile  manner 
againft  his  father,  not  only  himfelf,  but 
his  vnfe  and  children  would  he  put  to 
death;  his  fervants  and  dependents  wourd 
Iharc  the  fame  fate,  the  houfe  u’here  he* 
lived  would  be  razed,  and  the  ground 
fown  with  faitj  as  fuppofing  that  theii 
muft  be  the  moft  hopclefs  depravity  df 
manners  in  a  community  to  which  liich 
a  monfter  belonged.  Herodotusj  in  his 
account  of  the  religion  and  cuftoms  ^ ' 
the  Periians,  tells  us  that  they  look^  on ' 
paiTicide  as  an  impoffible  thing;  and 
that  when  any  adion  happened,  whlek 
Appeared  to  be  like  it,  the  reputed  fok 
\vas  cobfidercd  As  fuppt>litiliou8,  and  pro¬ 
bably  .owing  his  birth  to  adultery;  theh* 
tiotion,  in  this  paiiltitlar*  fufficientJy 
.fhewed  in  w’hat  light  they  regarded  the 
fin  of  undutifulnefs  in  general.  . 

I  muft  confcfsj  when  any  difpute  be¬ 
twixt  parents  and  children  rifes  high,  'I 
am  inclinable  to  think  the  latter  the  a- 
greflbrs.  I'lie  anxious  folicitude  of  pa¬ 
rental,  affection,  the  daily  fatigue  which 
attends  the  nurture  of  hclplefs  infancy, 
the  unwearied  application  that  is  reqtu- 
fite  for  the  Formation  of  the  minds  of 
youth,  the  anxieties  wffiich  the  pajcnt 
feels  for  the  future  welfare  of  his  offr 
fpring,  often,  perhaps^  denying  himfelf 
conveiiiencies  that  his  children  may  have 
fuperfliiities,  are  obligations  fuch  as  cah 
never  be  acquitted;  and,  I  own,  it  has 
often  given  me  great  pain  when  I '  have 
heard  it  remarked  that  love  defeended ; 
fiirely  luch  an  obfervatioft  is  a  reproach 
to  human  nature.  Is  it  poffible  that  pa¬ 
rental  tendemels  fhould  outweigh  filial 
gratitude?  lliat  a  knowledge  of  long 
tried  frfendfhip,  experienced  virtues,  and 
the  receiving  benefits,  w’hich,  were  we  to 
employ  oUrfelves  daily  ih  paying,  would 
ftill  leave  us  debtors,  fliouM  feirm  weaker 
ties  than  'is'hat  proceed  chiefly  from  in- 
ftin(ft,  and  are  fixed  even  before  we  can 
juc^c  whether  the  creature  on  whom  we 
lavifh  out  fbndnefs  is  worthy  of  it  or 
not  ?  Strange  !  that  the  receiving  of  fa¬ 
vours  fhouM  lefs  itifpire  us  with  fend-* 
•ments  of  love,  generofity  and  refped, 
than  the  conferring  them  !  that  the  pa¬ 
tron  or  parent  fhould  be  Icfs  dear  to  the 
dependent  or  child,  than  the  dependent 
or  child  to  the  patron  or  parent !  Yet  ft 
is  certain,  that  there  are  many  more 
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(lutiful  children  than  there  are  unkind  be  (b  in  another;  and  furely  what  lafts 
parents :  The  great  wifdom  of  the  Crea-  to  eternity  is  worth  our  care.  I  cannot

reverence,  is  a  vanity  below  our  purfult. 
No  one  can  be  exalted  by  the  dcgradatio/i 
of  his  parents :  it  we  have  fuperi&r  qua¬ 
lity  .  tiiey  will  appear,  and  never  can 
fnine  forth  witii  greater  luftre  than  when 
they  a;e  employed  in  fhownng  thofe, 
from  whom  we  deiive  our  being,  in  a 
refpeiJtab^e  light.  ’  I  lhall  conclude  this 
diicourfe  with  an  exhortation  feriouHy 
tocoiifKler  <»f  the  vaft  del»t  which  is  due 
to  parents,  of  the  abfolute  command  of 
God  to  uhedience,  and  the  many  curfes 
(lenouiK'td  agaliid  thofe  who  refufe  to 
v\yry.

IN  the  firft:  place  then,  I  think  that  all.

Mademoiselle  Anne,  or  Ninon  dt* 
1  F.nclos,  was  born  at  Paris  in  1615, 
of  a  noble  family.  She  openly  avowed 
herfelf  a  profeHed  woman  of  gaPantry* 
and  was  nevcrthelefs  treated  with  refpeft, 
and  her  company  vagerly  fought  for  by 
rvomen  of  the  mod  exalted  reputation. 
This  lingular  privilege,  for  which  Ihe 
was  indebted  to  the  charms  of  her  mind; 
and  the  flnccrity  of  her  condiicft;  has 
placed  her  among  the  celebrated  pet- 
fomgrs  of  the  age  of  Lewis  XIV. 

Madcmoil’clle  de  PEnclos,  rvithout  be¬ 
ing  X  regniar  beauty,  had  many  uncont- 
hion  attractions.  Her  ncrl'on  was  of  jI 
mod  elegant  form,  and  tne  graces  feemed 
dlfperfcd  throughout  her  wdiole  figure. 
Her  complexion  was  fair  and  clear*  free 
from  freckles;  or  any  of  thofe  fpots  which 
iifually  accompany  fo  fine  a  Ikin. 
face  was  a  regular  oval,  with  a  beautiful 
moutli,  and  excellent  teeth,  which  greatly 
heightened  a  captivating  fmiTe;  that  moft 
frequently  prevailed.  Her  large  black 
eyes,  where  modedy  and  voluptuoufnefs 
feemed  blended  together,  ferved  as  a  foil 
to  the  foftncls  of  her  complexion.

Sir,  1  do  not  fufped  the  people  of  any 
delign,  but  I  fufpeCt  their  capacity  to 
judge  of  their  true  happinefs;  I  know 
they  are  generally  credulous,  and  ge¬ 
nerally  uninformed;  captivated  by  ap¬ 
pearances,  while  they  negled  the  moft 
important  eircntials,  and  always  ridicii- 
lonHy  ready  to  believe,  that  thofe  men, 
who  have  the  greateft  reafon,  from  their 
extenfive  property,  to  he  anxious  for  the 
public  lafety,  arc  always  concerting  mea- 
iures  for  the  oppreflion  of  their  own  pof- 
Icrity."  If  I  mifreprelent  the  people, 
whence  fpring  thofe  eternal  terrors  of 
being”  ruined,' in ‘the  midll  of  the  mofl 
unbounded  profperity?  Have  not  we 
tottered,  if  popular  clamour  rauR  be 
credited,  upon  the  verge  of  'Vuin,  fince 
the  firft  moment  of  our  exiftcnce  as  a  na¬ 
tion.

Obferve 
the  magnificence  of  our  metropolis — the 
extent  of  our  empire — the  immenfity  of 
our  commence— and  the  opulence  of  our 
people :  Survey  the  unforttinate  Citizcm 
of  Londv»n,  Sir,  and  you  will  find  exTr)' 
(hop  keeper  of  any  confidcration,  with 
his  ekgaht  villa,  and  his  variety  of  equi¬ 
page^.  Confider  only  the  prefent  oppo- 
iilioo  of  the  City  to  the  O^ole  body  of 
the  Britifti  legifiature,  and  then  ju^e 
h  3'w  it  muft  be  oppreflfed.  To  ftiew  you 
farther  the  ruined  fiate  of  tljc  lyngdom, 


let  me  remind  you  that  our  territories 
occupy  ho  hiof^e  than  the  largeft,  the 
moft  val  uable  fp^ce  of  any  European  do¬ 
minion  in  the  four  quarters  of  the.globe; 
that  our  trade  is  proportioned  to  this 
fuperiorily  of  empire,  and  that  our  fub- 
jefts,  from  the  burning  reg^ious  of  Indof- 
tan  to  the  chilling  mountains  of  Canada^ 
exceed  the  fubJeCts  of  every  other  power 
In  greatnefs  of  vTalth,  and  certainty  i]f 
freedom.  Thefc,  Sir,  are  the  proofs  of 
our  declining  fortune:  May  our  cala¬ 
mities  of  this  kind  hourly  increafif,  tho' 
the  people  ftiould  ftill  continue  to  mur¬ 
mur — and  may  wc  always  remain  the 
happieft  nation  under  heaven,  however 
oEcnded  our  patriots  may  be,  bccaufe  we 
are  not  happier  than  is  confident  with  the 
lot  of  humanity. 

From  what  1  have  advanced,  Mr  pre- 
fident,  with  refpeCt  to  our  duty  as  repre- 
fentatives  of  tlx  people,  it  naturally  fol¬ 
lows,  that  we  are  by  no  means  to  adt  a- 
gainft  our  own  judgment  merely  to  gra¬ 
tify  the  rcfcntnients  of  their  ill-humour, 
or  the  whimfies  of  their  caprice.

On  Wednef- 
day  Uft  an  exprefs  arrived  in  towm  from 
his  excellency  the  governor,  with  an  ac¬ 
count  of  his  having  had  a  battle  with 
the  Regulators,  at  Alnianfce  in  this  pro¬ 
vince,  and  gaining  a  inoft  figiial  and  com¬ 
plete  victory:  The  particulars  of  winch, 
as  near  as  we  can  collect  from  the  feve- 
ral  accounts  of  this  deciflve  ftrokc,  are 
follow : 

“  His  excellency  having  reached  Hills¬ 
borough  with  about  1 300  of  the  troops, 
and  finding  the  Regulators  were  at  about 
forty  miles  dilfance  above  him,  embodi¬ 
ed  and  ih  arras  to  oppofe  live  provincial 
forces  under  hia  command,  immediately 
marched  from  tbence  to  attack  them,  in 
cafe  they  ihould-  refuie  to  comply  with 
the  terms  he  offered  them,  w^hich  were 
to  give  up  their  pVncipals,  lay  down 
their  arms,  and  fwcar -allegiaiKe  to  his 
majefty.

Thcfe  killed  and  wounded  on  our 
fide  in  this  bottle,  through  the  immedi¬ 
ate  interjiofition  of  divine  providence, 
are  vcry'inconfiderable|  the  killed  not 
exceeding  ten,  and  the  wounded  about 
Ijxty,  among  whom  is  the  hoh.  Samuel 
Cornel,  Efq;  of  this  town,  w’ho  received 
a  flight  wound  in  his  thigh ;  but  of  the 
Regulators  300  w^ere  found  dead  on  the 
field  the  next  rooming,  eod  a  very  great 
number  wounded,  about  twenty  or  thir¬ 
ty  were  nude  prifoners,  and  the  chief  of 
their  ammunition  and  baggage  were  ta¬ 
ken,  with  a  number  of  hprfes. 

“  The  pgnal  vi(ftoij  of  this  day,  gain¬ 
ed  over  a  fomiidablc  oody  of  lawlefs  de- 
fpcradocs,  under  divine  providence,  is 
much  to  1^  attributed  to  the  cool,  intre¬ 
pid,  ^andfoldier-like  behaviour  of  his  ex¬ 
cellency  the  governor,  who  was  in  the 
center  of  thfe  line  during  the  whole  en¬ 
gagement,  and  in  the  moft  imminent 
danger,  having  had  his  bayonet  foot  a» 
way  with  a  muiket-ball/' 

Postscript  Foreiov  History, 

Hamburgh^  July  **  This  city  at 
prefent  is  expofed  to  a  mclanchtdy  feens 
of  diftrefs.  All  the  beauiifol  and  rich 
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Y.ilc  fr»ym  hence  to  Laudcnbii^h  is  cver- 
flc'wcd  by  an  inundation  of  the  Elbe* 
I’he  water  already  comes  into  one  of  the 
j;atcs  of  the  city ;  and  the  inhabitants 
are  al.irmc*!,  left  it  (liouUl  break  the 
dam,  which  has  Uen  ftrengthened  by 
Icvcral  thouland  facks  of  Jiand  that  fepa- 
ratc  it  from  the  Alftcr ;  were  it  to  over? 
flow,  the  greateft  part  of  the  city  would 
be  utider  water,  and  the  damage  to  the 
hoiifcs  and  ware-houfes  would  be  very 
great.  The  waters  have  rifen,  from  the 
1 7th  to  yefterday  morning,  firiecn  inches. 
T  he  fciiate  held  an  extraordinary  alTem- 
bly,  which  lafted  till  four  o’clock  in  the 
atternoou,  to  conlkler  of  the  means  of 
preventing  this  mifehief;  and  came  to 
the  refolution  of  making  three  Hopes  in 
the  great  dyke  of  the  EIIh.*,  that  the  wa¬ 
ters  may  em[>ty  themfelves  into  that  ri- 
\er.  'i'hc  Uibui'bs,  which  extend  two 
Knglilh  miles  on  that  tide,  with  fine  coun¬ 
try  hoiifes  and  grinlens,  arc  all  under 
water,  which  is  of  fuch  a  height,  that  no¬ 
thing  can  be  feen  but  the  tops  of  the 
trees;  and  the  great  road  which  leads  to 
Berlin  is  impafiable.  We  areljy  this  de- 
privetl  of  all  the  fruits  and  vegliffihles,  as 
well  as  forage  for  the  horfes  and  ciittle, 
with  w  hieh  this  city  ufetl  to  be  fupplied 
from  thence:  And  the  lofs  of  the  rich 
crops  of  com,  by  which  the  people  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  relieved  from  the  dearncl's 
of  it,  >8  a  melancholy  event,  of  w'hich 
Had  confcqucncc^  cannot  but  He  appre¬ 
hended.  The  damage  the  city  has  al- 
reaily  funained,  is  computed  at  ioo,oocl. 
Sterling.  The  price  of  all  kinds  of  pro* 
vifiono  is  daily  increafing;  and  a  thou- 
tand  pound  weight  of  hay,  which  ufed 
to  he  fold  from  fourteen  to  fixteen  ihil- 
lings,  is  not  to  be  had  for  lefs  than  3  1. 
Stcrliiig.  A  pnbHc  taft  is  ordered  on 
Sunday  the  iSth  inftant,  on  account  of 
this  calamity  ”

LovnoN,  July  20. - to  27. 

Letters  from  Peterlburgh  mention, 
that  by  the  return  of  the  laft  couriers 
from  Conlbintinople,  the  grand  iignior 
fnd  major  part  of  the  imperial  divan, 
t^  nu'd  rtill  averfe  to  liften  to  the  terms  of 
p.aec  pi\>pofcdby  the  Kiiifian  court. 

Tliey  write  from  Rome,  that  a  courier 
h-d  arrived  there  with  advice,  that  the 
Kiiftians  had  fn  ide  thetnftdves  mafters  of 
Kagula. — ^And  trum  Otra:ito,  that  a  rc- 
was  currrut  there,  that  the  Ruflians 


had  gsuned  a  complete  vidory.  over  the 
Ottoman  fleet;  but  that  no  particulars 
were  mentioned. 

Letters  from  Bombay  inform,  that  the 
Indian  feas  have  lately  been  infefted  by 
feveral  armed  piratical  vcffcls,  chiefly 
manned  by  Portuguefc,  who  robbed  and 
plundered  all  the  country  fliips  they  met 
with;  that  their  rendezvous  was  in  a 
creek  in  Caronja  ifland,  a  place  aimoft 
uninhabited,  where  they  hid  their  riches 
in  caverns  ;  that  they  had  been  for  fome 
time  hovering  about  Malabar  point ;  but 
that  armed  vefltls  being  fent  after  them, 
had  driven  them  from  thofe  parts,  and 
had  likew  ife  found  and  feized  the  great- 
eft  part  of  their  plunder. 

They  write  from  New  Pi  ovidcncc,  that 
a  discovery  had  lately  been  made  of  the 
place  where  a  rich  Spanifii  plate  fliip 
w'as  many  years  ago  wrecked  near  the 
Grand  Caccos  Eink  in  the  Gulf  of  Flo¬ 
rida,  and  upw'ards  of  twelve  ^ririiidean 
rakers  are  now^  bufy  in  attempting  to.fi^ 
up  the  wreck. 

Letters  by  the  Suffolk,  captain  Jerminf,^ 
which  arrived  in  the  Downs  Lift  Satnf** 
day  Irqp  Jamaica,  mention,,  tliat  they 
have  lately  received  advice  there  of  ano¬ 
ther  fevere  (hock  of  an  earthq^uake  at  St 
Domingo,  which  lafted  two  minutes  and 
a  half,  and  threw  dowm  about  ten  of  the 
loftieft  houfes,  the  inhabitants  of  which 
W'cre  buried  in  the  ruins. 

Many  principal  merchants  in  the  city 
are  ibliciting  grants  on  the  borders  oflhe 
Milfifippi,'  w^hich'  is  univerfaHy  reckoned 
one  of  Iflc  fineft  climates  in  the  w’^orld, 
and  produces,  l^rfides  an  infinite  variety  of 
other  valuable  commodities,  much  better 
tobacco  than  the  K‘ft  Virginia  hitherto 
importetl  into  this  kingdom. 

i'hc  Britifti  dominions  on  the  borders 
of  the  Miftitippi  produce  the  fineft  (hip¬ 
ping  timber  in  the  univerfe;  and  in  fuch 
plenty,  that  the  Spaniards  on  the  oppo- 
litc  coaft,  who  have  none  of  their  own, 
cut  it  down  in  large  quantities,  and  fend 
it  to  the  Havannah,  for  the  piirpofe  of 
refitting  their  navy,  which  they  arc  hourly 
increafing,  and  probably  with  a  view  oi 
annoying  this  kingdom. 

They  write  from  Newport,  Rhodc- 
Ifland,  that  the  general  aflcmbly  of  New 
Jerfey  have  refufed  to  grant  any  further 
fupplies  for  his  majtfty’s  troops  quarter¬ 
ed  in  that  province,  to  protca  it,  as  th^ 
governor  infinuates,  againft  the  fudden 
attacks  of  an  enemy  l-^whercas  New 
Jerfey  (lays  our  correfpoDdent)  is  ahnuft 
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the  unlikelieft  of  all  places  under  heaven 
to  be  fuddcnly  attacked -by  a  foreign 
enemy.

AT  length  the  mighty  buliiiefs  of  the

In  this 
order  they  entered  the  fouth  door  of  the 
cha|H.*l,  when  the  knights  eledt  took  their 
ieats  in  the  ille  behind  the  altar,  and  the 
knights  companions,  and  the  giScers  of 
the  order,  iiroceeded  to  the  chapter-boufe, 
when  the  fovereign  being  feated,  the  gar¬

The  garter  at  arms  then  introduced 
the  earl  of  Albemarle,  who  was  received 
and  invefted  as  the  reft,  only  the  regifter 
read  the  adinonition. 

The  duke  of  Marlborough,  the  duke 
of  Grafton,  and  earl  Gower,  were  then 
introduced  and  invefted,  as  the  earl  of 
Albemarle  had  been. 

•  They  then  with  great  ceremony  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  the  altar,  where  the  fovercign

bowed  low,  and  being  in  his  ftall  repeat¬ 
ed  his  bow. 

The  prelate  was  conduced  to  the  altar 
by  the  lerjeant  of  the  veftry,  and  two 
prebendaries  by  the  verger.

late  duke  of  Cumberland,  and  gave  it  to 
the  two  fenior  knights,  who,  being  pre*« 
ceded  by  the  two  heralds,  advanced  and 
made  a  reverence  to  the  altit;  then  « 
kneeling,  they  delivered  the  banner  to 
the  prelate,  who,  aififted  by  the  preben¬ 
daries,  placed  it  upright,  at  the  end  of 
the  altar.
